When Fairport was incorporated 10 streets were counted. 
Some lanes did not qualify as a street. 


An Indian trail to Thomas creek was made into a trail to 
Perrins cabin on Ayrault Road. A trail was cut through 
from Penfield to Peter Ripley's mill on Thomas creek, so 
our Main Street came into being as the first street. 


Rochester St. to become West Church Street was the second 
followed by Parker, Pleasant, High, Cherry (now West Ave.) 
North St. (now Roselawn), John St. (now State Street). 
Sanford St. was named for the Sanford families living on it 
and was eventually changed to East Avenue. 


Cemetery Rd. was changed to Orchard St. Warehouse Lane 
in back of the Chadwick block disappeared as did Chadwick 
St. 


When the beautiful private park of the DeLand family was 
cut up into building lots, it seemed correct to name the 
streets DeLand Park A & B and Park St. 


Parce Ave. took its name from the Parce family who had a 
beautiful home on the corner. 


Filkins St. and George St. took their name from the develop- 
er George Filkins. 


Woodlawn Ave. or Woodland was named for its developer 
Martin Wood and Nelson St. was laid out by Nelson Lewis. 


Perrin St. took the name of the nephew of the first settler 
Groyer Perrin. 


Hulbert Ave. was named for the Hulbert family who bought 
the beautiful home on the hill. It first led from the home 
to the tow path to Fullamtown.

Programs include eight playgrounds, club activities, community center programs, a youth 
employment service, a teen center, a Hikers and Camping Club, Garden Clubs, Senior Citi- 
zens Activities, Duplicate Bridge Club and many others. The Department also manages 3 
buildings, 2 established parks and many play areas.

Fairport was incorporated as a village in 1867. However, 
its first settler, Peter Ripley, built a cabin about 1810. 
By the time the canal was dug through Fairport, then 
called Perinsville or Perrinsville, in 1822, there were seven 
log houses, one block house, and one frame house within 
the village. The “Myron Holley” was the first packet boat 
here in 1822. 
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When the canal boats began to bring passengers and 
to carry freight, Fairport began to grow. At Fullam’s 
Basin,” there was soon a tavern with a post office in it, 
a warehouse, a blacksmith shop, and a home or two. On 
the north bank of the canal, not far from the spot where 
Charlie’s Marina now operates, Mallet’s Tavern was built 
in 1827. Near it was a stable where mules and horses 
could be changed to continue hauling freight boats and 
passenger packet boats.

It was October 27, 1825 when the first boats went through 
Fairport from Lake Erie, reaching New York November 
4th. Many times passengers going the other way would 
get off at Fullam’s Basin. There they would take the stage- 
coach over the Rochesterville Road for a quicker trip to 
the larger village of Rochester. 

Large amounts of farm produce were shipped by canal 
for thirty years from Fairport wharves. Warehouses along 
the canal banks were filled with grain, apples, and espe- 
cially potatoes. At one time Perinton, the township of 
which Fairport is a part, probably produced more pota- 
toes than any other U.S. town. It was not until 1853 that 
the railroad arrived to start taking some of the shipping 
away from the canal.

An interesting incident took place in 1870 at the wide- 
ning of the canal, the Oxbow, just beyond Fullam’s Basin. 
It seems that a high embankment was torn out by a “great 
break.” The 54th Regiment was called in to quell the 
riot which occurred while the break was being repaired. 

The old Fullam’s Basin Tavern which stood at the N.E.. 
corner of the canal and at the end of the present West 
Church Street may be seen today. It is now #10 East Church 
Street, where it was moved in 1853. 

The present Green Lantern Inn at the “four corners” 
of Main and Church Streets, is the former home of one 
of Fairport’s leading citizens, H. A. DeLand, associated 
with the DeLand Chemical Works.

The American Can Company, which may be seen along 
the canal banks today, had an interesting origin. For many 
years, Amos Cobb operated the A. H. Cobb Preserving 
Company, located along the canal, where the Crosman 
Arms Co. now stands. In the canning of fruits and vege- 
tables, spoilage was a problem. So. Mr. Cobb and others 
developed a can that could be sealed without solder. They 
set up a can factory in 1901 in an old shoe factory, west of 
Main Street and north of the N. Y. Central R.R. tracks, 
near the canal. There in the Sanitary Can Company, they 
manufactured the new cans. The factory is now part of 
the American Can Company, Fairport’s largest industry.

Although the Certo Co. was sold to General Foods and 
moved to Albion a number of years ago, it left its imprint 
on Fairport, First known as the “vinegar works,” it be- 
came in 1911 “The Douglas Packing Company.” Here 
was developed the process of making pectin, called ‘‘Certo” 
and “Sure-Jell,” from apples. (The plant which is now 
occupied by the H. P. Neun Paper Box Co. is where the 
DeLand Chemical Works once stood, near the Main Street 
canal bridge.)

Fairport has had a post office since 1822 (at Fullam’s 
Basin). House delivery began in 1913, and the post office 
on South Main Street, 21% blocks from the lift-bridge, was 
built in 1938. 

The Fairport Fire Department was organized in 1877 
as the DeLand Fire Co. #1 of Fairport.” Later the Hook 
and Ladder and Protective Companies were organized. 

“Hurrah for the Water Works” appeared in ‘The Her- 
ald,” in June 1893. The first house to pipe water from 
the curb to the house was that of Isaac Peters, 146 West 
Avenue, Fairport. 

Fairport continued to have lights all during the recent 
eight-state blackout. The electric plant is municipally 


owned and managed by Fairport.

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THE VILLAGE BRIDGES 


The canal threads its way around the main part of Fair- 
port like a horseshoe. Within the village limits, four bridges 
cross the canal. Coming from Rochester toward the east, 
the four bridges are: 


1. West Church Street bridge (at the site of the old Ful- 
lam’s Basin), connecting W. Church Street, Fairport 
with the Fairport-Rochester Road. Also referred to as 
the Fullamtown Bridge. 


2. Lift bridge at Main Street. This bridge is the only one 
of its kind in America. It is built on a slant, and the 
main part of it raises like an elevator, so that canal 
boats may go through underneath. 


3. Parker Street Bridge was a wooden bridge before 1887, 
when it was replaced by an iron one. 


4. Turk Hill Bridge at the end of East Church Street,

Naming of the Fairport Central Schools 


Brooks Hill: Garry Brooks came to Fairport in 1867, He 
died after his 100th birthday (7-5-1906). His children were 
Lewis Brooks, Fanny Harris, and Emma Saleno. 


Martha Brown: Martha Brown was a teacher for 37 years 
in Fairport, 10 years in other places. The West Avenue 
School was named for her.

A stream of water with good fishing ran across So. Main 
St. to Filkins St. 


A company was formed and they drilled for oil on Ayrault 
Rd. 


There was a total eclipse of the Sun here in 1806. 

In 1811] a small tornado hit Fairport destroying many 
trees. 

In July 1816 the ground was frozen in Fairport and it 
snowed all day. 

In 1820 about 20 people died here of swamp fever. (the 
canal helped drain the swamps) 

Many of the original buildings here were moved easily to 


other locations. (best example is the Tavern from Fullam- 
town to 10 East Church St.) 


A baby show was held here in 1819 and George Aldrich 
took the prize as being the most beautiful. 

The Masons received their charter in 1859. 

The Church bell tolled when any one died. 

Fairport has seen its share of riots. The first was in 1870 
when the laborers working on the canal rioted. In 1908 
gangs from Rochester tried to burn the town down. 

In 1920 armed gangsters from Rochester came to Fairport 


in taxis. They met with gun fire—one was killed and 16 


sentenced to prison. ;

Historic Markers in the Town of Perinton 


Hannans Homestead occupied by Hannans family since 
1810 on Pittsford Palmyra Road (at Hannans corners, 
formerly called Antioch Corners). 


Richardson Tavern at Heartwell (Bushnell Basin). It was 
a shipping port until 1850 (Marsh Road and Pittsford- 
Victor Road). 


Site of Glover Perrin home (723 Ayrault/Wapping) Rd. 
His brother Jesse cleared the land west of the house for a 
cemetery in 1791. 


School Dist #9 (107 N Washington St., E. Rochester) was 
formed in 1822. The school was built in 1835. One of 
brick and stone was then built in 1856 and used until 
1898. 


The Denonville Trail crossed through Perinton at Linden 
Rd and Whitney Rd at the bridge over Irondequoit Creek. 


Lasalle Rd (Pittsford-Victor Rd) was the old Iroquois Trail. 
It was the route used by 2000 French soldiers sent to 
destroy the Seneca Indian towns at Victor on July 13, 
1687. 


Seneca Trail (2 miles east of Pittsford). Here were lodges 
of the friendly Indians. 


The Staples Inn was the first stop west of Palmyra on the 
Genesee Turnpike. It was built in 1820 by Capt. Olney 
Staples. It was the 3rd Tavern in Egypt, 7056 Pittsford- 
Palmyra Rd. 


The Cline Rd Marker. A large rock was hauled to the site 
in 1881 and the letters FVMP carved on it. FVMP stands 
for the four townships which joined here; Farmington, 
Victor, Perinton and Macedon. It is also the meeting place 
of 3 counties, Ontario, Monroe and Wayne.

A library was started in the Dickinson home on 
Church St. 


The DeLand Chemical Co. raised $300.00 for 75 
buckets and suitable number of ladders to reach 40 
rods. Later enough hose was purchased to reach the 
business section of the Village. Water from the canal 
or Thomas Creek was supposed to take care of fire 
protection. It did until there was a big fire in the 
dead of winter and the canal and creek were frozen 
solid. 


Chadwick & Becker opened a bank on West Ave. 
The Fairport bank did not close during the many 
bank failures. 


The Cornet Band organized. 


All streets were lighted by kerosene lamps. Men 
were hired to clean them and light them each night. 
In 1901 Levi DeLand installed electric lights on 
Main St; the oil lamps went out. 


Tolls were abolished on the canal. 


The West Shore R R tracks were laid through Fair- 
port. 


The Bell Telephone Co. was given the franchise 
to erect poles along Main St. For several years pre- 
vious both the Bell Co, and the Home Phone Com- 
pany serviced the town.
